I know. You have your favorite hamfest. You attend it faithfully 
every year, weave your way up and down the aisles of ancient boat 
anchors, greet your old buddies, buy a couple of mike connectors, 
eat a cold hotdog, check the prize board one last time then head 
home saying, ‘‘Same old stuff every year. Think I’ll pass this one up 

‘next year.’’ But you won’t. Next year you’ll pay more for your 
ticket, but you’ll be right in line when the doors open. 
. Hamfests are like that. Hams are like that. 

After a 15-year absence, we attended the Dayton Hamvention in 
April. There was no parking. We parked at a remote lot and rode a 
bus in the rain. There werv so many exhibits in so many rooms, 
they furnished road maps. Still we got lost. I felt sorry for the 
outdoor flea market vendors. The rains drove many of them inside 
for shelter in the already crowded corridors. Their bargains were 
drenched. 

Eventually, the sun did shine, plastic covers removed and happy 


hamfesters did their usual browsing over miles of merchandise. 
Inside. happy conventioneers found the right meeting rooms 
(some were only spaces separated by canvas curtains) and heard 
words of wisdom from the experts. Everybody kept saying Dayton 
was getting too big. But they’ll be back next year — you can count 
on it. 
So what makes a hamfest the best or the worst? Depends on 
your tastes. 
- For me, the worst hamfest has narrow aisles with too many 
tables. It has no dealers with new equipment to display and sell. It 
has no program for the XYL’s, or has a microwave demo or a sales 
pitch for beauty products. The prize committee gets tired of trying 
to give away the last few prizes so closes shop early and packs up 
the prizes and takes them home. There are few chairs or benches 
for the elderly or the simply-tired hamfester to rest. There are no 
planned seminars or interesting speakers scheduled. 
Those of you who attend most of the Florida hamfests can 
recognize several of our yearly events in the above.

A.R.R.L.: NO-CODE IS GOOD CODE 

The ARRL Board has said yes to No-Code! The League’s Board 
of Directors met Eriday and Saturday, July 21st and 22nd, in 
Windsor Locks, Connecticut. After extensive discussion, by a vote 
of nine directors in*favor to six opposed, it was decided that a 
proposal recommending a codeless class of amateur license will be 
presented to FCC in the form of a Petition for Rule Making in- 
corporating the following elements: 

The examination would consist of Element 2 and an expanded 
Element 3A having additional questions, including ones related to 
the Morse Code. License examinations would be given through the 
VEC Examination System. To upgrade to technician, the new 
license would have only to pass a five-word-per-minute Morse Code 
test administered through the VEC System. 

Call-signs shall be assigned from the Group D call-sign block. 
Frequency privileges are to be 220 MHz and above, with output 
power limited to 250 watts. The license shall not be the control 
operator of a repeater or auxiliary station. 

Finally, the ARRL Directors think that the best name for this 
new ticket would be the Communicator Class. While there was 
concern that there might be confusion with an unpopular FCC 


’ proposal in 1974 to create a new class of license called Com- 


municator, the board felt this was the most descriptive name for 
the new license. The ARRL says that its proposal is similar to the 
abandoned FCC concept in name only. 

The League’s No-Code license proposal could be in the hands of 
the FCC within two or three weeks, and will probably be combined 
with more than a half-dozen other proposals already received. 
From there, the FCC has the option of issuing a Notice of Inquiry 
or, if it deems appropriate, going directly to a Notice or Proposed 
Rule Making on the creation of a code-free entry level amateur 
license. 

Unlike the abortive 1983 attempt to create a code-free entry 
level ticket; this time the concept will probably become a part of 
the United States Amateur Radio Service. While there is bound to 
be some opposition coming from the amateur community, this time 
the ARRL leadership has gone on public record as favoring the 
idea. In the early ’80s, the ARRL opposed No-Code after its 
followers religiously wrote massive numbers of letters against the 


proposal to their directors.

There is a lot of contention permeating the air of America today. Americans disagree 
about abortion; are divided pro and con about flag burning as a right or a desecration and 
amateur radio operators, not surprisingly, share that discontent and probably line up 
exactly the same as the genera! public on those twoitems. 

But, as always, hams have their own specialized fights. We have always disagreed 
about the relative merits of the various facets of our hobby — nets, contests, D.X. lists — 
to name a very few of the many, but today, the absolutely insane hostilities that are taking 
place on 14313 KHz exceed the stupidities of all the C.B. wars of just a few years ago. The 

FCC prefers to remain aloof. (If the amateurs tear themselves apart, fine. There are lots 
of business users in the wings ready to grab that incredibly valuable spectrum space. And 
business, not individuals pay the lobbyists.) j 

Essentially, the conflict is one of jealousy; a turf fight where some envious new turks 
aided by some disillusioned discontented malcontents are seeking to dislodge the service 
nets that have, for many, many years been available to-all on that frequency. The 
Maritime Mobile Service Net alone has been there 23 years. Other nets and their most 


recent managers are:

These nets have used that frequency for many years and the amateurs who need help 
know that someone is always there. 

The usurpers argue that ‘‘no one owns a frequency.’’ That is correct. Also: ‘‘noonecan 
take over an occupied frequency.” These new ‘“‘net managers,”’ KV4FZ, KIMAN and 
N5FX attempt to get on 14313 early and if they ‘‘cannot hear” anyone else on frequency 
then capture it so that when the scheduled net controller appears for his net, it is “‘oecu- 
pied.” 

Entreaties to these men as to why they are doing this generates the reply, ‘“The nets 
that have been on this frequency for years have been running traffic illegally. We are 
going to run legal amateur traffic nets, and the Maritime Mobile Service Net Board of 
Directors is an illegal entity and illegally fired me as a net controller’’ (KIMAN and 
N5F'X). What constitutes legal or illegal activity is decided by these same self-appointed 
vigilantes of amateur radio honor. 

The MMSN for one, has moved often, usually up about five. The rest of the nets are 
hard to find, most 50- and 100-watt mobiles cannot compete with the K.W.’s on 20 meters. 

I believe most hams who use that band are aware of what is happening and that ‘“‘this 
too shall pass”’ in time. I urge all hams to support the traditional service nets of this and 
other established net frequencies.

FLORIDA C.W. NETS 
A By Ed; K4IA 2 iti 

QFN Manager Nick Zorn Writes: Performance for July, 1989 as 
compared to July, 1988 was almost identical: We had 795 check-ins, 
handled 530 messages and were in session for 1,205 minutes. 

Please remember that QFN is a section net, and that one of our 
main objectives is training which means that we do not emphasize 
rate, but rather leave that to the region and area nets. Section nets 
are breeding grounds for all those ‘‘hot shot” operators you hear on 
the area and to some extent, region nets. I might also mention that 
you hear some ‘‘not so hot shot”’ operators on these nets as well. 

Having said all that to put the rate concept in context, here’s 
how we did. Our rate (QTC/QND) for the early sessions was .40 and 
for the late .48 for an overall rate of .44 QTC per minute. 

Continuing the subject of training and performance, I invite you 
to listen with a critical ear and analytical mind to some of the 
following stations as an example of excellent C.W.. traffic 
operators: 

K4SCL and K4ZK on QFN (and all the way up); W8PMJ and 
WIiNJM on EAN; W9JUJ and WOSS on CAN; and W5TNT and N5TC 
on RN5 (although I think the last two operate too fast for a region 
net). In defense of RN5 however, let me say that their high 
operating speed doesn’t seem to cause any problems. 

To all these just mentioned, I add Bud, W4KIX. He is a perfect 
gentleman in his operation, would never step on anyone in- 
tentionally and can hold his own with the best. But, if the Voice of 
America ever goes C.W. they should hire Bud as a consultant . ... he 

‘does put some R.F. on the air. Maybe we could get Bud to go to New 
England and help some of those guys with their “‘wet noodles and 
shoestrings”’. . . they don’t even use salt water. - 

We have just entered the most active portion. of the Hurricane 
Season and we all know what that means. At this time the first one 
with the ability to pose a serious threat to Florida is still well out in 
the Atlantic and likely to be too late for the Jacksonville Hamfest, 
but the message is clear; let’s get our stations ready for heavy 
weather action. We need to attend to antennas, towers, guy wires, 

. feed lines and any other parts of our stations that might give 
trouble. If you have emergency power, be sure it is ready to go, if 
you don’t and can afford to, get some and make it ready. 

As previously mentioned, I’d like to see us start a digital QFN 

. meaning AMTOR primarily, with packet on those rare oc-

F.C.C. FINES AMATEURS FOR 
UNAUTHORIZED RADIO ACTIVITY 

On June 8th, an FCC engineer monitored a radio station in 
operation on 7,415 KHz from the residence of Herbert Meyers, 
K2LPK in Massapequa, New York. Neal Newman, KA2CAF was 
assisting in the station’s operation. 

The unauthorized broadcast station calling itself ‘World Wide 
National Public Radio” was playing music, singing with the call 
letters ‘‘WNPR.”’ 

Newman and Meyers were fined $750.00 for unlicensed radio 
operation which is a violation of Section 301 of the Communications 
Act. Unlicensed radio operators may be subject to fines of up to 
$100,000.00 or one year in prison or both.

Under the new by-laws established by the FRC, the membership 
structure has also changed. The change provides for the annual 
election of directors instead of the election of officers. The first 
election will take place in January of 1990. Four of the current 
eight directors will be up for re-election. Two years later another 
election will take place to elect or re-elect the other four directors. 
In accordance with the new by-laws the only individuals or groups 
that will be able to vote in an election will be PAID members. To 
be a voting member of the FRC individuals and groups will be 
required to pay dues. The annual dues are . 
What this mean is 
that if you have a coordinated 2 meter repeater and a coordinated 
450 MHz repeater, your annual dues per year will be $20.00. 
Paying an annual membership fee to the FRC is no different then 
contributing to a repeater club that has auto-patch capability. The 
dues that you pay goes to paying for the annual mailing that all of 
the repeater owners receive each year, covering postal expenses for — 
FRC correspondence, telephone calls, Hamfest booth fees, etc. All 
of these items do not come free. Many of these expenses really add 
up. 
Currently on the books for this year we have received only about 
15% of the expected remittance from the 475 repeater owners in the 
state of Florida. To clear up any possible confusion in the area of 
fees versus frequency coordination, let me explain. The FRC 
policies on frequency coordinations DO NOT and 
allow fees to be charged for coordinating repeater pairs. This is in 
violation of Part 97. The dues that we are requiring repeater owners 
and groups to pay is to be a voting member of the FRC ONLY. ~

F.C.C. “COST OF REGULATION” 
MAY REACH INTO YOUR POCKETBOOK 

Word has reached ARRL that the House Energy and Commerce 
Committee is proposing a budget reconciliation package that in- 
cludes increases in FCC ‘“‘cost of regulation” fees implemented 
four years ago by Congress. At the time of their implementation, 
amateur radio was exempted from these fees. That exemption may 
now bein jeopardy. 

The budget reconciliation package that was marked and ap- 
proved by the committee on July 13th, proposed an application fee 
of $30.00 for each of the following actions involving amateur 
licenses or permits: 

e New License 

¢ Modification of License 

e Renewal of License 

~ ¢ Reciprocal Permit for Alien Amateur License 
e Renewal or Modification of Amateur Club, Races or 
Military Recreation Station License. 

The $30.00 fee is the same as is being proposed for a wide variety 
of other private radio licenses (ship, aircraft, land mobile, GMRS, 
etc.). 

The ARRL Board of Directors has pledged to oppose this 
scheme.

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However, this time the ARRL favors the creation of such a 
license, even though the close vote of nine directors in favor to six 
opposed shows that support is less than unanimous in the League 
_ hierarchy. But there is an unwritten rule in ARRL politics that says 
the majority vote of the board casts the die for all. 

The No-Code concept also has the open support of the majority 
of the most powerful groups in the hobby. These include AMSAT- 
NA, TAPR, the Amateur Industry Association, NARA and most of 
the national publications. While several small organizations 
created to oppose such a license have appeared on various packet 
BBS’s — primarily in the northeastern part of the country — none 
of these appears to have much widespread support. 

The real question appears to be not whether there will be a No- 
Code license, but rather when No-Code will be with us and what its 
privileges will include. The ARRL proposal is a middle-of-the-road 
approach and will probably be acceptable to those groups who 
support the concept, but the FCC has numerous other code-free 
license proposals that have come from the amateur radio com- 
munity. Many would be far more liberal in both testing 
requirements and privileges granted. 

In making any decision, the FCC must consider each of these 
proposals with equal care.
